Never, perhaps, did a state suffer such hu-
miliation through its representatives in con
Kress as Missouri suffered to-da- The sena
tors and all the representatives, except Mr.
Cobb, had united in asking the administration
to appoint either CoL Finks, of Salisbury, or
Mr. Tiller, of Liberty, to be collector of inter
nal revenue for the Western district. They
also served notice on the administration that
while some of the delegation preferred Finks
and some preferred Tillery, that all would be,
satisfied with the appointment of either.

It looks as if the administration were
standing up for its friends and as if the silver
fight had not yet been forgotten.

HOW SCOTT HARRISON VOTED.
A Washington special to the St. Louis Globe-Democr- at

says that a story is current at the
national capital that when a report got out of
an intention to appoint Mr. Scott Harrison
surveyor of the port of Kansas City, Congress-
man Tarsney called on Secretary Carlisle and
offered to produce the republican ballot which
Mr. Harrison voted at the general election lastyear. A few days later Mr. Harrison called oa
Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Carlisle repeated to him
what Mr. Tarsney had said. The story con-
tinues:

"I will save him the trouble of producing theballot," said Mr. Harrison. "I did vote the re-
publican ticket. I voted the republican elec-
toral ticket because my brother was the candi-
date for president. I voted the state ticket be
cause Mai. Warner, the candidate for gov
ernor. was my neighborand friend. That is allmere is anout it."

The secretary smiled and Mr. Harrison was
Hppoimeu surveyor.

St. Louis Schools.
The new school board of St. Louis is

republican in politics, and has been
organized on political grounds.

This is the first time in years that politics
nas cut much of a figure in school board af
fairs in St. Louis. The new president, on tak'
ing his office, said that as the majority of the
board was now republican, and elected as re
publicans, the party would be held strictly ac
countable for the conduct of its business.

The following statistical information is
gleaned from the president's address: "Twoyears ago I ;iearn that there were then 1,254
teachers employed, in charge of 1,013 school
rooms, as instructors of 59,693 pupils. To-da-y

we nave 1,363 teachers, in charge of 1.014 rooms,
Instructing 05.169 pupils, an increase of 109
teachers, 31 rooms and 5.476 pupils. In add!
tion, there are 42 rooms, with seats for
the accommodation of 2,621 pupils,
now ready for occupancy. There hava
been expended for new buildings dur-
ing the past two years, $250,919.27: for heating
apparatus, school sites. etc.,fl00,98a56, and the
new high school, $225,463.75, making a total for
new school buildlng3 in two years of $577,371.58.
In addition to this there was expended on the
board of education building $415,224.37, a grand
total of expenditures for new buildings of $992,- -
59a.9o. The total number of rooms erected have
been eighty, at.d the average cost per room, la
eluding furniture, heating apparatus, eta, was
$4,315.40. The value placed on the new board
of education building when appraised in June,
1893, was: For building, $395,424: for the site.
SI 19,400 a total valuation of $514,924. The total
value of all the district school buildings is $2,- -
fr93.749.36. The value of school sites is $617,676.
P2. The value of real estate under lease and
bearing revenue is $1,669,544, making a grand
iotal of $5,180,980. 18.

Land Frauds in Missouri.
A large number of home-seeke- rs have

been induced to buy lands in southwest
Missouri to which the title is bogus.

Fraudulent abstracts of title from Don Jo
seph Valliere or Von de Carondelet, who are
certified to have secured from the Spanish
government in 1793 the grant of a large tract
described as in the White river district, ex
tending from the Rivers Norte Grande and
Cibulus to the sources of said rivers, ten
leagues in deptit. In reality all the land not
entered belorgs to the United States govern-
ment. It is said that hundreds of thousands of
dollars have been made by parties dealing in
the spurious land titles, and as many dupes
have recently come in conflict with the records
of the United States land office in officials of
the Springfteld office have been impelled to Is-
sue public warning. An investigation to trace
the deeds to their source is in progress, and
sensational developments are promised that
will affect men of accepted standing in St.
Louis, Kansas City and Springfield.

LATE NEWS ITEMS.

A general strike on the entire sys-
tem of the Lehigh Valley railroad was
ordered at 10 o'clock on the night of
the 18th, and a complete tie-u- p of the
road ensued, nothing but mail trains
being moved by the strikers. The
cause of the men was much helped by
the refusal of competing lines to han-
dle any business of the Lehigh Valley
road.

One of the worst storms ever re-

ported from the United Kingdom and
English channel occurred on the 18th
and 19th. resulting in the loss of a
large number of craft of all descrip-
tions and innumerable human lives.
At several points on the coast the ther-
mometer fell rapidly and many per-
sons were frozen to death in the snow-
drifts.

The investigation made by the Mar-
seilles police into the plot to blow up
the residence of Gen. Mathelin, com-
mander of the Fifteenth army corps,
has proven almost bootless, persons
cognizant of the facts being afraid to
testify lest they draw the vengeance of
the anarchists Upon themselves.

The weekly statement of the New
York associated banks for the week
ended on the 18th showed the following
changes: Reserve, decrease, $7,641,750;
loans, increase, $1,253,200; specie, in-

crease,?!,, 400; legal tenders, increase,
$8,598,400; deposits, increase, $8,944,200;
circulation, decrease, $279,700.

OtV. Stone Give a Sketch of the State fat
Harper's Weekly A Great State Settled
with Hospitable People.
The following is from a sketch of

Missouri written by Gov. William J.
Stone:

Missouri Is one of the largest states in the
Union in area. It is the fifth state la popula
tion. Its chief city, St. Louis, also ranks as
the fifth in point of population. Kansas City,
on its western border, now has a population of
about 150,000, St. Joseph, in the northwestern
part of the state, has a population of about
75,000. Other cities in different parts of the
state have populations ranging from 5,000 to
35,000.

The chief industries of the people are agri
culture, horticulture, mining and manufactur
ing. The soil is rich and productive. Wheat
Indian corn, oats, rye, barley, timothy, clover,
blue grass and tobacco are produced in great
abundance. A large amount of cotton is raised
In the southeastern counties. Southern Mis
souri is the choice spot of the American conti
nent for apples, poaches, plums, grapes and
berries. The largest peach orchard in the
world is located in Howell county. All these
fruits are grown abundantly in all parts of the
state. There are large areas of excellent com
mercial timber, such as cypress, pine, wal
nut, bard maple, ash, oak and hickory
Building stone of a very line quality and
also fire-cla- abound. Lead, zinc and iron
ores are mined in large Quantities. Practical
ly two-thir- of all the cine mined in the United
States is produced in Missouri. The central,
northern and western sections are underlaid
with vast and inexhaustible beds of bituminous
coal of tine quality. The state is a network of
navigable streams and railroads. -- The public
debt Is small, about $6,600,000. The annual tax
levied to support the state government amounts
to only 15 cents on $100 valuation, and the valu-
ation is low. Missouri has the largest avail
able public school fund or any state in the
Union, and no state has a finer or more com
plete system of schools, public and private. Its
educational, eleemosynary and penal Institu
tions are among the finest and best managed
on the continent.

Missouri is the leading state of thj south
west, and in all respects the greatest state west
of the Mississippi. It is essentially a new
state. Its population is composed of those
who have come from every state in the Uniuu
and from nearlyevery country in Europe. They
are a wide-awak- e, progressive, moral, high- -
minded, hospital people. No state can offtr
greater inducements to immigrants desiring
pleasant homes, or to capital seeking safe and
profitable investment.

Loan Association Premiums.
Judge Thomas has filed suit in the

circuit court at Moberly involving a
question of great public interest.

The suit is brought oa behalf of tha judge's
daughter and son-in-la- Mr. and Mrs. J. W.
Evens, againsti the Phoenix Loan association
and Mrs. C. C. Hiatt. of St. Joseph, and. Mr.
Valentine RIegel, of Moberly. The petition
seeks to set aside two deeds of trust given by
Mr. and Mrs. Evens on their home .to secure a
loan of $2,70. The petition alleges that the
loan was illegal, fraudulent and oppressive.
and if the court grants relief on the ground set
up therein and its action Is confirmed by the
supreme court tho suit will, in a great
measure, render illegal the most of the
loans made by building and loan associations
in Missouri The petition claims: That the
Phoenix Loan association had no right to fix
arbitrarily the premium at 6J cents per share
of stock per month as it did in this case, but
that the premium can be fixed only by fair bid
ding in open meeting of the shareholders; that
the company pretended to charge but 6 per
cent, for loans, when in fact it charged 20 per
cent; that It adopted its methods simply to
avoid the usury laws; that the company does an
illegal business in discriminating against bor
rowers by requiring them to pay ,50 cents per
month per share for dues, 50 cents per month
per share for inter jst, and 63 cents per share
per month for premium, whereas rs

pay only 50 cents par share per month as
dues, thus making the borrower, to mature his
loan, not only pay 53 cents per month per share
as dues and 53 cents psr month per share as in
terest, which ought to put him on an equality
with a but it makes him pay also
60 cents per month per share by way of premi-
um, and then lets the share in
the profits arising from this premium without
contributing anything to the fund to which it
goes: that the company borrowed the money to
loan plaintiffs, it being claimed that a buiTT-ln- g

and loan association has no authority under
the law to borrow money to make loans.

Judge Thomas intends in this suit to test the
constitutionality of section S811 of the Missouri
Revised Statutes of 1839, which allows building
and loan associations to charge usurious rates
of interest.. He thinks this section unconstitu
tional because it confers on these associations
privileges not granted to banking and other
corporations and to individuals.

The only interpretation to be put
upon this dispatch is that the naval
representatives at Rio "have decided
that there shall be bo interference
with commerce and have formally noti-
fied the insurgent admiral they will
prevent it. . The probabilities are, and
this is the view taken by government
officials here, that this action weakens
Mello very much, for if he cannot close
the ports of Rio and bring the city
into subjection it cannot be conjec-
tured how he can make his rebellion
successful.

It looks to naval officers very much
as if .Mello had been badly crip-
pled. This action is in line with that
indicated in previous dispatches from
Capt. Picking to the effect that foreign
represenatives held a conference and
notified Mello that he must respect the
nationality of any lighter engaged in
unloading vessels and flying the flag
at its bow indicating its nationality.
It appears that a studied effort has
been made to give Mello no excuse to
fire upon the city.

An agreement was made some time
ago that there should be no firing be-

tween the forces in Rio and the insur-
gents in the bay. This was violated
on one occasion, although it is not
known if any damage resulted. To-
day's dispatches indicate that the
naval officers on duty there in their
protection of foreign interests are de-

termined that this agreement shall be
enforced; 'for this last notice is the re-

sult of concerted action on the part of
the allied powers to prevent any firing
upon the city and damage to commerce
by either side.

ALEXANDER IS DEAD.

The Ex-Prin- ce of Ilulgarla, Alexander of
Uattenberir, Has Gone the Way of All
Flesh His Memory Will Survive as a
Brilliant Soldier, Who Led His Bulga-
rian Subjects to a Notable Victory Over
the Servians.
"Vienna. Nov. 18. Prince Alexander

of Battenberg, formerly prince of Bul-
garia, whose illness was announced
Thursday night, died at noon at Gratz.

Alexander Joseph, prince of Batten-
berg, count of Hartenau, was the sec-

ond son of Prince Alexander of Hesse.
He was born April 5, 1857. He attend-
ed the military school at Dresden, and
subsequently entered the dragoons of
the guard of the grand duke of nesse.
He took part in the Russo-Turkis-h war
of 1877-7- 8, and was present at the
siege of Plevna with Gen. Gourko.
After this campaign he entered the
royal' guard of Prussia. When Bul-
garia was made an hereditary prin
cipality under the treaty of Berlin
Prince Alexander, who was supported
by Russia, was elected prince by the
assembly of notables at Tirnova on
April 29, 1879. The election was
confirmed by the sultan of Turkey,
who was suzerain of Bulgaria. On
July 13, J 879, Prince Alexander as-

sumed the reins of government.
In 1885 war was declared against Bul-
garia by Servia and a Servian army
marched into Bulgaria. They were
met at Slivnitza by a Bulgarian army
under the personal command of Prince
Alexander, and were routed. Austria
intervened in the dispute and an
armistice was declared. On August 1,
1886, Prince Alexander was deposed by
a conspiracy of high state officers,
who were said to have been
instigated by Russia. He was sent out
of the country and subsequently took
up his residence in Austria. Later he
married a German actress and assumed
the name of count of Hartenau. He
became a naturalized Austrian subject,
and in October, 1891, he was appointed
a colonel in the Austro-Hungaria- n

army.
UNDER MARTIAL LAW.

Chicago Will he an Unhealthy Place for
Night Prowlers.

Chicago, Nov. 18. Commencing last
night Chicago will be, between the
hours of 1 and 6 a. m., practically un-
der martial law, with the police force
as a garrison. .Uvery person found on
the streets, outside the few streets
where business is carried on all night,
will ; be halted by officers in plain
clothes and required to give an account
of himself. He will be asked his name,
residence and the cause of his being
in the streets at so late an hour.
Everv person so accosted who will give
the required information will be al-

lowed to proceed. Persons who refuse
to answer the questions, or who shall
act in a suspicious manner or have
weapons or tools that might be used in
their possession, will be placed under
arrest. By this rigid method it is
hoped that many of the midnight
prowlers who have committed so many
murders and tmrglaries recently will
be captured or frightened away from
the city.
